Warns About 
Communism

Any clrninagc piping servicing 
fixtures iiercafter Installed within 
or without a building that are 
located below the eleva'tlon of the 
manhole cover to the manhole on 
the main sewer next above such 
fixtures shall be protected from 
back flow of sewerage by install¬ 
ing an improved type back water 
valve. Such valve shall be access¬ 
ible for maintenance and repairs. 

SECTION 2. The City Clerk shall 
certify to the adoption of this 
Ordinance and shall cause the 
same to be published once in 
the Sierra Madre News, a news¬ 
paper of general circulation in the 
City of Sierra Madre, and publ¬ 
ished and circulated in said City.

ON MAY 1 LAST, a tail man named Frank Wilkin¬ 
son began a one-year sentence in Federal prison. 

An identified Communist, Wilkinson earned confine¬ 
ment for a contempt of Congress conviction. He also hap¬ 
pened to be field man for the National Committee to Abolish 
the Hou.se UnAmerican Committee which has been cited 
as a Communist-organized group. 

This committee is following out plans laid down by 
Wilkin-son and distributed to party operatives throughout 
the country. Wilkinson’s plans call for considerable work 
to be done by young comrades. Along this line the New 
York Youth Committee is preparing special propaganda 
aimed at college editors and other college leaders. There 
are presently, Wilkinson remarks, anti-House UnAmerican 
Committee groups on at least 20 college campuses.
